A WEALTHY car dealer who was at 
first seen as the mastermind behind 
the £53 million Securitas heist has 
emerged as a ‘fall guy 5 for the robbers. 

Five men were caged yesterday afternoon at the 
Old Bailey for a total of 70 years for their part in 
the armed raid on the cash depot in Tonbridge. 

But the rich playboy at first portrayed by the 
national media as the ringleader behind Britain’s 
largest cash robbery was cleared of all charges. 

John Fowler, 59, from 
Staplehurst, spent two 
years in custody before 
being cleared at the Old 
Bailey in London on 
Monday of conspiracy to 
kidnap, to commit robbery 
and to possess a firearm. 

He was arrested with 
business associate Stuart 
Royle, 49, from Maidstone, 
after a police marksman 
on a motorbike dramati¬ 
cally shot the tyre of a 
BMW car in Tankerton in 
February 2006 and they were surrounded. 

After his arrest tales emerged of his passion for 
the high-life. 

But his friends and associates at the time said 
he was a wheeler-dealer who had probably got 
caught up in the heist without realising it. 

Prosecutors had claimed that Mr Fowler’s £2 
million home - Elderden Farm in Chart Hill 
Road - was used by the gang before the raid. 

In the days after the heist £30,000 from the 
Securitas depot was found in the boot of a car 
there - along with £105,600 in a bin liner buried

PREGNANT women in the 
county town are receiving the 
best maternity care in Kent, a 
national study has revealed. 

A Healthcare Commission survey 
has rated maternity services provided 
by Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust as ‘better performing 5 - 
which no other trust in Kent has ever 
achieved. 

But emergency maternity services 
will soon not be available in 
Maidstone, with patients being taken 
to Tunbridge Wells if there are compli¬ 
cations in births under proposed 
changes to healthcare provision. 

Head of midwifery services, Gillian 
Duffey, said: ‘We are delighted. The 
rating is a reflection of the hard work 
and dedication of our staff.” 

The national review of services by 
the government health advisors, 
which took place last summer, was the 
first of its kind and aims to encourage 
improvement to get all NHS trusts to 
perform to the standard of the best. 

As a result of the survey several 
improvements have already been 
made or are currently being made to 
the maternity services at Maidstone 
Hospital. 

More antenatal classes are now 
being held and staffing levels are 
being increased to continue to help 


improve the service women receive. 

Maidstone and Weald MP Ann 
Widdecombe welcomed the recent 
improvements in the standard of care 
at Maidstone Hospital. 

She said: “I went in to Maidstone 
Hospital over Christmas and it was 
really very positive and upbeat. The 
relatives and the patients were 
happy.” 

But she added she is against the 
highly-rated maternity services being 
transferred to Tunbridge Wells under 
the proposed changes given the green 
light by Health Secretary Alan 
Johnson last month. 


Miss Widdecombe said: “Well it 
would be nice if we could keep it in 
Maidstone. 

‘We will only have basic child birth 
facilities in Maidstone, but if a woman 
has complications she will then be 
driven to Tunbridge Wells. 

“But what woman about to give 
birth, in pain and with the worry of 
complications, wants to go 17 miles on 
B roads to Tunbridge Wells?” 

The Healthcare Commission nation¬ 
ally ranked 38 trusts maternity serv¬ 
ices as ‘best performing 5 , 47 as ‘better 
performing 5 , 32 as ‘fair performing 5 
and 31 as ‘least well performing 5 .

More drivers caught 
without car insurance

Rose Gibb resigned ahead of a 
Healthcare Commission report into 
two outbreaks of Clostridium difficile, 
which led to the deaths of at least 90 
patients, at Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust hospitals.

KCC scheme 
to give young 
more freedom

THOUSANDS of young people 
have been given greater freedom 
thanks to a new bus pass which 
aims to reduce traffic on the roads. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter was 
joined by a handful of school children from 
Maidstone Girls Grammar School to help cele¬ 
brate the launch of the Kent Freedom Pass. 

The scheme is an initiative that allows young 
people between the ages of 11-16 to travel on any 
public bus service in Kent anytime, anywhere, 
making travelling easier and more affordable. 

From June, the pass will be available to all 
school children in Maidstone and Tonbridge 
and Mailing, giving young people independence 
as well as helping reduce the amount of conges¬ 
tion on the boroughs roads. 

Mr Carter said: “The Freedom Pass really 
empowers young people because they can use 
their pass to travel in the evenings and at 
weekends, giving them freedom to access a 


wider range of sports and leisure activities. It 
will also give parents more choice when choos¬ 
ing schools.” 

KCC is the first authority in the country to 
introduce the scheme which costs parents just 
£50 a year and is applied for through their 
child’s school. 

Maidstone Girls Grammar School students 
Abi Mesnard, 14, and Hannah Sewell, 14, said: 
“Spending £1.50 everyday on a day return to 
school all adds up. Our parents will be pleased 
they don’t have to drive us into town anymore 
and now we can go to other places in Kent.” 

The scheme has been dubbed an “all-round 
winner” by the cabinet member for environ¬ 


ment, highways and waste Keith Ferrin, who 
also attended the launch. 

The idea for free youth travel originally came 
from Kent Youth County Council, a non politi¬ 
cal party organisation made up of 48, 11-18 
year olds who all live in the county. The group 
discuss and propose schemes that benefit 
Kent’s youngsters. 

Following a successful trial in Canterbury, 
Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge, the freedom 
pass scheme will eventually be rolled out across 
Kent over the next 18 months - going county 
wide from June 2009.

Grant denies 
Labour claims 

A TORY parliamentary candidate has 
defended herself after it emerged she 
used to belong to the Labour Party. 

Helen Grant, who was chosen last week 
as Ann Widdecombe’s successor to defend 
the Maidstone and Weald seat, has 
denied claims she put herself forward as 
a Labour council candidate in Croydon. 

She said: “I have never been a member 
of the Croydon Labour Party. I was a 
member of the Reigate and Banstead 
branch from mid-2004. People from poor 
or minority ethnic backgrounds often 
unthinkingly consider Labour their 
party, but during my brief flirtation with 
the Labour Party I found them arrogant, 
complacent and un-inclusive.” 

The family lawyer stands to become 
Kent’s and the Conservative’s first black 
female MP. 

She added: ‘When David Cameron 
became leader of the Conservatives I was 
completely inspired by his vision of inclu¬ 
siveness, opportunity and trust in people. 

“This led to me join the Conservatives 
in January 2006, having already 
resigned from the Labour Party.”

under logs, and a receipt for two 

disc cutters. 

Mr Fowler, did not give evidence 
at the trial, but told cops he was 
asleep at the time of the robbery 
and was unaware of the gang’s 
activities. 

He blamed car dealer Royle, who 
ran Wateringbury Car Sales, for 
implicating him. 

Mr Fowler, a father-of-three con¬ 
victed of fraud in 1992, lives with 
wife Linda, on the two-acre farm. 

Signwriter Keith Borer, 54, from 
Maidstone was cleared of handling 
stolen goods. 

At the Old Bailey yesterday Royle 
was sentenced to a minimum of 15 
years; Lea Rusha, 35, from 
Southborough, was also given a 15- 
year minimum; Jetmir Bucpapa, 26, 
from Tonbridge, faces deportation- 
after he has served his 15-year mini¬ 
mum; the “inside man” Emir Hysenaj, 
28; from Crowborough, was told he 
would serve a 10-year minimum and 
Roger Coutts, 30, from Welling, also 
will serve at least 15 years. 

A number of other arrests have 
been made and a further trial is 
expected.

Maidstone council’s director of 
operations, Alison Broom, said: “This 
information will allow the Highways 
Agency to provide us with a full 
assessment of the likely impact of 
the proposal on traffic and roads.” 

Residents and businesses will also 
be given a second opportunity to give 
their comments if the new informa¬ 
tion from the developers adds 
substantial details or changes the 
proposals. More than 3,500 people 
have already commented on the 
application.

COMMUTERS and shoppers are 
set to be hit with higher parking 
fees to raise £100,000 to pay for 
weekly rubbish collections. 

Councillors will decide at a meeting next 
month whether to increase fees for council car 
parks and on-street parking in the town 
centre by between 20p to 50p. 

Councillors say extra funds will be used to 
maintain the current weekly collections and 
avoid the need to move to fortnightly pick-ups 
seen in other parts of Kent. 

Environmental councillor Tony Harwood 
said: “The parking charges are quite minimal, 
with the highest increase being 50p and then 
others by either 20p or 30p. 

“Charges for on-street parking would go up 
by 25 to 33 per cent depending upon length of 
stay while evening charges would rise by 50 
per cent and the ‘up to three hours’ tariff is set 
to go up by 14 per cent.” 

Businesses could also be hit with a parking

According to a poll by Local Opinion, 57 per 
cent of residents who drive to work have never 
used or considered using public transport.

Streetlight 

plan will cut 

electric bills 


A NEW low-energy bulb is being 
tested in street lights in the coun¬ 
ty town in a bid to save millions 
of pounds of taxpayers’ money 
every year. 

Half of the street lighting in Park Way, 
Coxheath, has had its bulbs switched to a 
greener lower-energy and cost-effective kind, 
as part of an experiment by Kent County 
Council. 

It is hoped that if the trial is successful, the 
new 28-watt bulbs will replace the original 
80-watt ones currently found in street lights 
across the county 

KCC cabinet member for highways Cllr 
Keith Ferrin said: “Kent would be the first in 
the country to introduce low-energy bulbs, 
but this would depend on the outcome of a 
trial. 

“This is new technology. As far as we know, 
nobody else is trialing it in the UK and we 
need to be sure it does work.” 

The switch would reduce Kent’s light ener¬ 
gy bill from £4.5 million a year to as little as 
£1.5m, saving the county a huge £3m.

The trial follows the successful introduction 
of low-energy bulbs in traffics lights, which 
was rolled out across the county last year. 

Maidstone Green Party co-ordinator Stuart 
Jeffery said: “It seems like a good idea to do 
that, however what would be an extra step 
towards becoming more ecological is to start 
turning the lights off after midnight until 6am. 

“Pilots have been carried out in Essex for 
this and it was proven that there was no 
increase in crime, security or accidents.” 

Cllr Ferrin recently rejected the proposal to 
switch off street lights at night as he felt this 
would require installing costly equipment 
and the savings would be minimal. 

“I would challenge that assumption - after 
all he will be putting costly LEDs in street 
lights. 

“If he’s doing that then he could easily 
install a timer at the same time. The long¬ 
term benefits are much greater and would 
out-way the initial costs,” Mr Jeffery said. 

KCC will monitor the effects of using the 
lower energy bulbs and will ask residents of 
Park Way what they think of the change.

Some parking fines set 
to increase to £70 

A NEW two-tier parking fine system has 
been given the go-ahead - which could land 
errant motorists with £70 fines. 

Serious parking offences such as parking 
on a double yellow line will be punished with 
the new increased penalty 

While more minor offences like vehicles 
overstay meters or car-park tickets will 
receive a £50 fine. 

This new system is being rolled out across 
England and Wales from March 31 as part of 
a government shake-up of regulations under 
the Traffic Management Act 2004. 

In some areas, including Medway, CCTV 
cameras will be used to catch illegally parked 
cars. 

But Maidstone council has decided not to 
use the new powers, which have been dubbed 
‘cyber wardens’, and will still use traffic war¬ 
dens slapping tickets on cars. 

A council spokeswoman said: ‘We are not 
going to use CCTV and the fine levels mean 
that some people will pay less.” 

Both penalties will be reduced by half if 
motorists pay up within 14 days, just as 
occurred with the current £60 parking 
fines.

Can you tell us about yourself and your role? 

A My role within Maidstone council is to pro¬ 
vide leadership and direction for the bor¬ 
ough’s museums and heritage services. 

We have three museums; Maidstone Museum 
& Bentlif Art Gallery, the Queen’s Own Royal 
West Kent Regimental Museum and the 
Tyrwhitt-Drake Museum of Carriages. I have 
been in this post for almost five years and have 
tried to provide a new direction for the muse¬ 
ums, giving them greater public appeal and 
making collections more accessible. 

I’m 46 and originally from Bolton, but now 
live in Bearsted, where I have been since 2003, 
when my family and I moved from west 
London. We moved here because my wife I 
wanted more space for our children and Kent’s 
countryside would offer a better quality of life 
than London. 

I was also looking for a new challenge: after 
12 years as curator of the Museum of Richmond 
I wanted to test myself in a bigger institution. 

What does Maidstone Museum have to offer? 

A The Heritage Lottery Fund described the 
museum as a “treasure trove”. The quality of 
our collections is outstanding and their diversi¬ 
ty staggering. 

They include: native art from North and 
South America, the Pacific and Australasia; the 
finest ceramics collection in the region; the best 
collection of artefacts from the richest Anglo- 
Saxon region of England; over 6,000 paintings, 


prints and drawings and sculpture by Epstein 
and Moore; the most important collection of 
Japanese Edo-period art outside London; a 
comprehensive record of British flora and fauna 
and tens of thousands of natural history speci¬ 
mens from Europe and the Far East; medals 
and memorabilia from the Queen’s Own Royal 
West Kent Regimental collection; and 40,000 
fossils including the remains of Maidstone’s 
very own dinosaur, the Iguanodon. 

Q Can you tell us about the developments proposed for the 
museum? 

A To celebrate our 150th birthday this year we 
have devised an ambitious scheme which, 
by 2010, will allow more people to enjoy our 
amazing collections. 

We will extend the museum’s east wing and 
create a more welcoming entrance, preserve the 
collections in new storage, create more space for 
the display of hundreds of new exhibits, 
improve public facilities and reduce the muse¬ 
um’s carbon footprint. 

The museum is recognised as a family friend¬ 
ly environment where children are encouraged 
to engage with the exhibits; old galleries have 
been refurbished and visitor numbers have 
doubled. The museum’s appeal was recognised 
by Tourism South-East as runner-up in the 
Best Small Visitor Attraction category at the 
2006 Excellence Awards. 

With our lottery funding secured we can 
progress the design of the new extension. We 
hope work can commence on the new wing in 
the spring of 2009. 


Q What do you consider to be Maidstone's biggest 
attractions? 

A The museums obviously! Seriously though, I 
think the fact Maidstone can offer a mix of 
shopping, cultural and heritage facilities is a 
huge draw and that fact that it is so close to so 
many transport routes is an advantage too. 


Q 


How could Maidstone be improved? 


A We could make more of the river, it is an 
asset for the town but we largely ignore it. 
In west London large tracts of the riverside 
are in regular use by people walking, enjoying a 
drink or a meal or engaging in some activity on 
the water. We have little of that here but it 
wouldn’t take much to revitalise the riverside 
and make it a focus of the town. 

We also need more good modern architecture 
- the museum’s new east wing will be one of the 
few examples in the town centre. 

Finally I think a high-speed rail link to 
London would be in Maidstone’s interests. It 
would provide a quicker commuter link and 
enable people who work in London to consider 
Maidstone as a potential home. Their invest¬ 
ment would help drive Maidstone’s services, 
facilities and aspirations upwards. 


Q 


What would you say are your greatest achievements? 


A If I have achieved anything here it’s proba¬ 
bly raising the profile of the borough’s muse¬ 
ums to such an extent that they are now seen 
as institutions worthy of support! 


The museums and heritage manager took the time to talk to Lauren Mumford about his role, the 
multi-million pound expansion plans for Maidstone Museum, and how the county town could be improved.

Obsession with suntans 
is a SAD state of affairs 


AS someone who has been affected 
by Seasonal Affective Disorder 
(SAD), I am well aware of the feel¬ 
good factor that sunshine brings. 

January is a depressing month: cold and 
dark. We have had short daylight hours for 
such a long time now and most of us have too 
much month left at the end of the money. But 
at least the days are getting longer! 

Like most things, sunshine is good for you, in 
moderation. Sunlight is an essential, natural 
source of vitamin D. 

The reason SAD people feel low and de¬ 
pressed and lack energy and motivation is 
thought to be due to a lack of quality sunlight 
triggering chemical reactions behind our eyes. 

To prevent or minimise SAD there are special 
lamps you can buy. However, exercise, exposure 
to daylight around midday in the winter and 
increasing Omega 3 may be just as effective. 

Oils that are rich in Omega 3 are flax seed, 
hemp and rape-seed oils (that is, ordinary veg¬ 
etable oil). 


If I can afford it, I like to take a winter sun¬ 
shine break. We need very little exposure to 
summer sunlight to meet our requirements for 
vitamin D or the happiness factor - about 10 
minutes a day even when dressed. So I do not 
lie around working on a suntan. 

Sun exposure has its dangers. I think we are 
all aware that it is linked to skin cancer, which 
is the cause of 2,300 deaths a year in Britain. 
Many people do not realise that a sunbed tan 
is just as harmful. 

In fact, if your skin has changed colour, that 
in itself is a sign of damage. 

If you walk through our seaside town centres 
you will see many new businesses have opened 
in recent years which offer the opportunity to 
be exposed to high doses of radiation. 

I read that these suntan shops might expose 
you to rays that are 10-15 times stronger than 
sunlight! Would you put your baby in the 
microwave for a minute? No. 

Generally, I’m pleased to see thriving shops 
in the towns, but not these ones. 

I think sunbeds are bad news for the health 
of the population. People must chase a suntan 


for reasons of reckless vanity. I asked a builder 
about his tan last summer. His attitude was: 
“Live fast, die brown”. 

A curious and deluded approach to a suntan. 

Dried-out, leathery skin with a red \ brown \ 
orange \ strange colour is simply not attrac¬ 
tive. It looks bad enough on youngsters in 
their twenties, and by the time you are 40 you 
are going to look 50. 

Sun exposure and cigarette smoking are the 
two things that really age the skin. 

So those who invest in a suntan are paying 
for premature ageing and increased risk of 
cancer - nice! They are paying for wrinkles 
and are a funny colour. 

They are paying to look 50 when they are 
only 40. Perhaps they will also then spend an 
incredible amount on beauty creams, too. I 
have no need, of course, as I am a pale goddess!

Back on the 

road again 


Folk legends mark milestone with tour 



CELEBRATE the 40th 
anniversary of a music leg¬ 
end when Fairport Conv¬ 
ention arrives in Kent. 

The band has attracted a huge fan 
base during its four decades in the 
business, as well as developing the 
world famous music festival at 
Cropredy. The line-up features 
founder member Simon Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals, bassist Dave Pegg, 
Chris Leslie on fiddle, mandolin and 
vocals, violinist Ric Sanders and 
drummer Gerry Conway 

Over the years there have been 
many line-up changes, break-ups, 
reunions and even tragedy, as well as 
some unforgetable music. 

The band began as a four-piece in 
1967, which rehearsed at the family 
home of guitarist Simon Nicol. The 
house in North London was called 
Fairport, which inspired the name. 

The first line-up lasted for just one 
gig in a church hall. When a young 
drummer, Martin Lamble, saw them 
perform, he decided he could do a 
much better job and took over the 
role from Shaun Frater. 

Recruiting a female singer, Judy 
Dyble, helped the band stand out 
and, after playing at a number of 
underground venues, they were soon 
signed up to Island Records. With the 
addition of an extra male vocalist, 
the self-titled debut album was 
released by the end of 1967. 

Things were going well, with the

band on the brink of inventing the 
new genre of folkrock. A French lan¬ 
guage version of Bob Dylan’s If You 
Gotta Go just missed out on a Top 20 
chart slot, but it did lead to an 
appearance on Top of the Pops. 

Then tragedy struck when the 
band’s van crashed, killing Lamble 
and Jeannie Franklyn, the girlfriend 
of guitarist Richard Thompson. The 
devastated survivers almost gave up, 
but eventually they went back to the 
studio and recorded the classic 
album Liege And Lief in 1969. 

During the 70s, there were a bewil¬ 
dering number of line-up changes 
and by the time the group stabilised, 
Fairport found itself without a record 
deal. 

A farewell tour was staged and the 


final outdoor concert was held in the 
Oxfordshire village of Cropredy, 
where bass guitarist Dave Pegg 
lived. The following year, they per¬ 
formed a reunion concert at the same 
spot and the festival was bom. 

There were more line-up changes 
during the 80s and 90s and for a 
while there were two versions of 
Fairport mnning in parallel. But the 
21st century has seen a stable and 
successful band, enjoying popular 
tours and some new albums 
released. 

Fairport Convention was given the 
Lifetime Achievement gong at the 
BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards in 2002, 
while album Liege And Lief was 
voted the best folk album ever. It also 
won a Gold Disc in 2006 for its con¬ 
tinuing sales.

Depp's demon 
performance

“I’LL admit it - I have shaved a 
grown man before,” laughs Johnny 
Depp, who lathers his customers 
before slitting their throats as the 
eponymous murderer in new musi¬ 
cal Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber Of Fleet Street which hit 
the big screen on Friday. 

“He is alive,” says Johnny of his ‘client’. “He’s 
walking round to this day.” 

The movie - for which he has just scooped a 
Best Actor Golden Globe and last week an 
Oscar nomination for the same award - pro¬ 
vided a new challenge for the 44-year-old, 
whose chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
character and make him original is legendary. 
But Sweeney Todd wasn’t about mere acting. 

“I had never sung a song,” reveals Johnny, 
who used to play guitar in an 80s band called 
The Rids. 

“I was the guy who would come in and sing 
the harmony, very quickly. It would be all of 
three seconds and then I was out.” 

However, he admits that music was always 
his first love. “I wanted to be a rock star,” he 
says. “I didn’t even think about acting. I was a 
musician for years before I did a movie.” 

So when long-time collaborator Tim Burton 
came along asking him to take on Sweeney - 
based on the famously-intricate Stephen 
Sondheim stage musical - Johnny decided to 
participate in his own mini-X Factor. 

He called ex-bandmate chum Bruce Witkin 
and went into the studio to record one of the 
film’s songs, on the proviso that Witkin told 
him truthfully if he had the vocal ability to 
pull off the entire movie. 

Witkin remembers: “I said ‘Do you want the 
good news or the bad news?’ Johnny said,

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Well, give me the bad news’. And I said, ‘The 
bad news is you’re going to have to do this’.” 

Johnny signed up, playing the doomed anti- 
hero who turns to murder after his family is 
stolen from him and he is unjustly imprisoned 
for 15 years. He is joined by Helena Bonham 
Carter as his accomplice Mrs Lovett, the lady 
who comes up with the plan to dispose of the 
dead bodies by turning them into delicious 
pies. The rest of the cast includes Alan 
Rickman as baddie Judge Turpin and Timothy 
Spall as the evil Beadle Bamford. 

“Sweeney’s obviously a dark figure,” explains 
Johnny. “But I think hyper-sensitive. He has 
experienced something very traumatic, a 
grave injustice and I always saw him as a vic¬ 
tim. Anyone who is victimised and then 
becomes a murderer can’t be all there.” 

Complete with gothic wardrobe and bouffant 
locks highlighted by a shocking streak of 
white, the actor ends up sounding pretty good.

Johnny says Sweeney and his Cockney 
brogue is not based on anyone in particular. 
The voice, he says, comes “just from spending 
time over in Britain”. 

The UK is now only a short hop from his 
base in France, where he lives with his two 
children and girlfriend Vanessa Paradis. “I 
don’t hang out with anybody who is famous,” 
he says of his laid-back Gallic existence.

Indeed, he manages to pretty much stay out 
of the tabloids, relishing his family time. 

“I just want to spend as much time with my 
kids as possible,” he says.

IMAGINE flying thousands of 
miles to escape the hassles of nor¬ 
mal life and commune with nature 
in the raw - and ending up instead 
with noisy neighbours. 

They roll back in the early hours, oblivious to 
those trying to sleep, carry on noisily partying 
and woe betide anyone calling time on their fun. 

That’s exactly what I got on safari in Kenya. 
For two nights outside my tent in the middle 
of the bush, starting with the regularity of 
clockwork at 3am I could hear obscene grunts 
and panting, and heavy bodies lurching about. 

A nightmare? No, a dream come true and 
rather than pulling the duvet over my head 
and cursing I watched the outrageous antics 
from the safety of my tent window. 

That was because the creatures aping the 
behaviour of the worst kind of ‘chavs’ abroad 
were hippos. 

Fat, noisy beasts whose hygiene leaves a lot 
to be desired - their idea of a spa break is 
basking in thick mud on the side of the river 
bank - were frolicking only a few feet away. 

Being so close to them was just one of the 
magical moments on an adventure in the heart 
of one of the most spectacular game reserves in 
the world, the Masai Mara in Kenya. 

Every year, this National Park welcomes the 
Great Migration - two million wildebeest, 
zebra, and gazelle from Tanzania in search of 
lush grazing. 

They join the resident community of other 
animals, including a star cast known as the 
Big Five because they were the most coveted 
by hunters - lion, African elephant, buffalo, 
black rhino and leopard - and a host of lesser 
players from hyena to monkeys. 

For the first two nights we camped at 
Governor’s II Moran on the banks of the River 
Mara in a huge tent with reassuringly solid 


‘walls’ of double-thick canvas. It came com¬ 
plete with electricity, king size bed, crisp cotton 
sheets, and ensuite bathroom with a Victorian 
rolltop bath, shower and flushing loo. 

There are only 10 tents at this intimate, 
exclusive sanctuary, which has no fences and 
blends so smoothly into the environment that 
the wildlife feels as ‘at home’ wandering 
through as paying guests. Guards are on hand 
at all times to avoid any close encounters of 
the wrong sort. 

While facilities and food at the camp are of 
the highest 21st century standard, the safari 
experience is like stepping out of time. Awoken 
for tea at 6am - sunrise and sunset are the 
best time to see the animals - we climbed 
sleepily into an open truck to ‘stalk’ the game. 

Time and again our guide took us almost 
within touching distance of the game. 


Nothing compares with the prized sight of a 
pride of lions. After hours of scanning the 
plains, there’s a real thrill of achievement 
when you find them. 

Later, our superb three-course dinners in the 
open air were enlivened by the musical accom¬ 
paniment of the noises of the bush - croaking 
bullfrogs, crickets and the far-off cries of 
hyena. 

It was soon time to drive up into the hillside 
to our next stop. Mara Bushtops is like an 
eagle’s eerie with spectacular views across 
Mara Siana wildlife conservancy, bordering 
the Masai Mara. 

Its accommodation is five-star, with tents on 
solid wooden floors facing out over the valley. 
A verandah, complete with a hot tub allows 
you to ‘wallow’ in much the same way as ani¬ 
mals at the waterhole far below.

Amanda judges time is 
right to get out of Africa

LAST time we heard about 
Amanda Holden, the actress had 
discovered a dead body in the 
woods while she was out on a run. 

It was in November and the star was out for 
a jog with her personal trainer when they 
happened across an unfortunate soul who had 
hanged himself from a tree. 

“Can I just say, when I found the dead body, 
the papers said I was 39 and I’m 36!” she says. 
“I was more traumatised by the fact they got 
my age wrong than the fact I found a stiff. 

“I’m so terrible, because obviously someone 
did lose their loved one and I don’t mean to be 
flippant. 

“I did say I could take over from Amanda 
Burton in Silent Witness now, because I wasn’t 
fazed by it, purely because I didn’t think it was 
real. 

“It was awful, but not as traumatising as it 
could have been.” 

At the moment she is in gruelling training 
for this year’s London Marathon. “I won’t be 
like Jade Goody,” she reveals. “I am training 
three or four times a week. I’m knackered. I 
went out this morning. It’s good though, 
because you can eat loads of cake.” 

It’s a typical Amanda response - self- 
deprecating, witty, honest. 

Whatever you may think of her past tabloid 
travails (though that stuff has all settled down 
now she is happily ensconced with beau Chris 
Hughes and baby Lexi), she’s never less than 
cheerily candid, an increasing rarity amongst 
celebs. 

That’s why she has to actively stop herself 
when asked about her exit from Wild At 
Heart, the third series of which is now 
underway on ITV1.

“I can’t discuss the ending,” she giggles. “I 
keep getting into trouble for giving it away.” 

Amanda plays vet’s wife Sarah in the show, 
who along with husband Danny (Stephen 
Tompkinson) has made a new life for herself 
on a nature reserve in Africa. A warm and 
cuddly weekend drama, the end of her 
contract meant an important decision, though 
not, it turns out, a difficult one. 


“To be honest, it wasn’t,” she admits. “Lexi is 
nearly two now and it got to the point where I 
couldn’t take her out of the country for six 
months of the year. It’s not fair on my family, 
it’s not really fair on her.

“So that’s all 
I’ll say. He can’t afford me. Now I’m working 
for the Cowell, my expectations are high.” 

She confirms she is back alongside Simon 
Cowell as a judge for the next series of Britain’s 
Got Talent, which is set to begin filming this 
month and transmit later in the year. 

“I’m loving the light entertainment side of 
things at the moment,” she says. if We start 
filming for three months, going round the 
country, auditioning.”

Fiat's fortunes are 
looking up at last 

FIAT is riding high in the aftermath of 
launching the highly-acclaimed Fiat 500. 

An example of the retro-styled city car 
is still circling in a capsule aboard the 
London Eye - as pictured and part of last 
week’s lavish launch event - while the 
parent company has announced a huge 
return to profitability 

For many years, Fiat suffered well-doc¬ 
umented losses but the Italian group has 
announced a record trading profit of 3.2 
billion euros for 2007 - 66 per cent up on 
2006 and the car division almost doubled 
its profit over 2006, to 1.1 billion euros. 

Sales of 2.234m vehicles was also the 
best in seven years. 



Car dealers upbeat 
about used market 


USED car dealers are positive about 
2008, despite the credit crunch and fal¬ 
tering consumer confidence. 

But research by motor valuation spe¬ 
cialist CAP shows dealers see a need to 
better match stock to customer tastes.

WOULD anyone buy an MPV 
unless they really had to? 

I ask myself this every time I road test one 
and weigh the pros of more space, versatility 
and, sometimes, extra seats against the cons:

But what really impresses about all Versos 
is their driving appeal. 

The T180 is particularly good, with dra¬ 
matic low down pulling power from its 
175bhp 2.2-litre turbodiesel making for 
impressive acceleration through a crisp and 
precise six-speed gearbox, yet it is neither 
raucous or coarse so an average of 40+mpg 
and relaxed motorway cruising is also part 
of the package. 

Ride quality is a shrewd mixture of comfort 
plus taut handling with feedback through the 
wheel excellent for this class - whisper it, but 
I quite enjoyed a week with the car, mostly 
driving solo. 

Versatility and space is top notch with both 
rearmost rows of seats folding flat to the floor 
for easy loading in Van mode’. The middle 
ones also slide to vary boot space or legroom 
for those in the rearmost seats. 

Like many rivals, using full seven-seat 
capacity means that boot space is modest, 
though no buyer of seven-seaters in this 
class should expect to use the cramped extra 
pair more than occasionally - for the school 
run perhaps.

Exports still strong 
despite downturn 


MANUFACTURING demand in the South 
East has remained firm in the face of serious 
concerns of a global economic downturn, 
according to the latest CBI Industrial Trends 


survey. 

Three months ago bosses 
were expressing their fears 
as the credit crunch began to 
bite - but their pessimism 
faded as orders for British- 
made goods continued to hold 
up and exports grew at their 
fastest rate for 12 years. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South 
East Regional Director, said: 
“Manufacturers share simi¬ 
lar concerns to other sectors 
about the economy - a fear 
that rising costs might 
become combined with slow¬ 
ing demand. 

“Thankfully, the expected 
wobble in demand didn’t 
materialise in the last three 
months and orders for 
British-made goods have held 
up, particularly from abroad. 

“What we are seeing is part 
of a necessary rebalancing of 
the economy, in the face of 
slowing consumer spending.” 

He said the dilemma now 
facing the Bank of England 
over interest rates is to weigh 
risks of a slowdown with the 
real and present pressure on 
prices in both factories and 
other areas of the economy. 

“Price pressures from oil 
and food costs will bring 
higher inflation in the short¬ 
term and may push the infla¬ 
tion rate further above target 
during 2008, making the 
Bank’s decision even more 
difficult,” he said. 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


Although export orders in 
particular are remaining 
healthy, rising food and 
energy costs mean bosses 
expect their domestic prices 
to go up at the fastest rate 
for 13 years, pushing up 
export prices faster than 
they have done over the last 
two years. 

Demand has continued to 
grow, with 28 per cent of 
firms saying total new orders 
increased in the three 
months to January compared 
with 17 per cent reporting a 
decrease. This exceeded 
expectations, but slower 
growth is expected in the 
next three months. 

But demand this quarter 
was for the most part driven 
by export orders, no doubt 
helped by the weaker pound - 
though much of the currency’s 
depreciation occurred after 
the survey was conducted. 

Exports grew at the fastest 
rate since October 1995, but 
concerns that political and 
economic conditions abroad 
will limit orders over the 
coming three months have 
increased slightly since 
October and expectations are 
for flat growth in the next 
three months.

Masters: I thought friend would die

DANI Masters has revealed how 
she saved a team mate’s life just 
days before having to take her 
place for England in the Women’s 
World Cup of Golf. 

While playing at a pro-am tour¬ 
nament in Spain, Masters walked 
in to discover Kirsty Taylor on the 
floor of their hotel room, seconds 
from death. 

Despite seeing her good friend in 
such a distressing situation, the 
Maidstone golfer acted quickly 
and used basic first aid to save 
Taylor’s life. 

She said: “She had stopped 
breathing and had turned bright 
blue. I put her in the recovery posi¬ 
tion and opened her airway 
because she had swallowed her 
tongue - it was the scariest thing I 
have ever seen in my life. 

“As soon as she started breath¬ 
ing I just burst into tears because 
I thought she was going to die.” 

Masters learned the skills which 
saved Taylor’s life when training 
as a child welfare officer before 
becoming a professional golfer.

The pair flew back to the UK the 
following day, where Taylor was 
diagnosed with a brain tumour. 

The shocking news came a day 
before the 36-year-old was sched¬ 
uled to fly to South Africa, where 
she was due to compete in the 
Women’s World Cup of Golf. 

With Taylor recovering from suc¬ 
cessful brain surgery to remove 
the cancer, Masters was selected to 
represent England instead. While 
under normal circumstances this 
would be a great honour, the 24- 
year-old travelled to South Africa 
with mixed emotions. 

The 2008 season begins this 
week with the Women’s Australian 
Open in Melbourne, where 
Masters will hope all the notewor¬ 
thy events happen on the course. 

Masters said: “I really think I am 
going to be hungry enough to get a 
first win and get enough points to 
break into the team.”
